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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3,5,6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
WO 03/097299. 

WO 03/097299 discloses a tool with an essentially disk-shaped hub (44), having a drive 
device (1 2) that includes a leaf spring unit (58) and is able to clamp the tool in the axial 
direction , wherein the leaf spring unit (58) has at least one freely extending spring piece 
that extends at least partially in the circumference direction;wherein the spring piece is 
connected to a retaining ring by means of at least one connecting piece extending at 
least essentially in the radial direction; wherein the spring piece is at least partially 
integrally connected to a retaining ring; and wherein the spring piece has a width that 
decreases towards its free end . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 4,7,10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over WO 03/097299 . 

With respect to claim 4, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to make 
the different portions of the assembly of whatever form or shape was desired or 
expedient. A change in form or shape is generally recognized as being within the level 
of ordinary skill in the art, absent any showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey et al., 
149 USPQ 47. It appears that there would be no new or unexpected result from such a 
modification. 

With respect to claim 7, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to use 
the claimed thickness since such a modification would have involved a mere change in 
the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). It appears 
that there would be no new or unexpected result from such a modification. 
With respect to claims 1 0 and 1 1 , one of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to use the claimed assembly in either device or thereby gaining, predictably, 
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the commonly understood benefits of such adaptation. Hence, the substitution would be 
predicted as having a reasonable expectation of success. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
